The Tribulation Week

Jesus’ coming is in two aspects—the 
coming to catch away the saints, 1 Thess. 
4:13-16, and His coming to reign a 
thousand years, Rev. 19:11-16. Daniel’s 
vision (9:20-27) is divided into three 
parts. The seventy weeks are concerning 
the descendants of Abraham. The first 
part is seven weeks or forty-nine years. 
God’s people were to return to their 
homeland and rebuild the walls in trou- 
blesome times. The next part is sixty- 
two weeks or 434 years after the rebuild- 
ing of the walls and the temple worship 
was established unto the coming of the 
promised Messiah. All those who read the 
Bible know that these prophecies were 
fulfilled in the return of the people of 
Israel, and after their establishment in 
their homeland it was 434 years until Je- 
sus was crucified. Sixty-two weeks and 
seven weeks are sixty-nine weeks which 
completes the prophecy up to the cru- 
cifixion of Jesus. There is only one week 
left, the seventieth or the tribulation 
week. In the latter part of verse 26, Dan- 
iel 9, “And the end thereof shall be with 
a flood and unto the end wars and deso- 
lations are determined.” I am sure that 
this part of this prophecy is being ful- 
filled to-day. We find no definite proph- 
ecy as to how long the grace age will last 
or just the day and hour the Lord will 
return to catch away His bride, but we 
do know that this scripture has been and 
is being fulfilled to-day. We feel that the 
coming of Jesus is certainly close at hand, 
when the church age will end and Dan- 
iel’s seventieth week will be fulfilled. 
This brings us to our subject. 

Dan. 9:27, “And he shall confirm the 
covenant with many for one week: and 
in the midst of the week he shall cause 
the sacrifice and the oblation to cease, 
and for the overspreading of abomina- 
tions he shall make it desolate, even un- 
til the consummation and that de- 
termined shall be poured upon the deso- 
late.” This is the first inkling we have 
in the Scriptures as to the length and 
years of the tribulation week. As this is 
a week of years it would mean of course 
that the tribulation would be seven years. 
The Antichrist reign will begin immed- 
iately after the saints are raptured and 
as we stated in a previous article, not a 
seal is broken until after the rapture. 

The first seal is broken in Rev. 6:1, 2, 
when a man on a white horse goes forth 
with a bow in his hand conquering and 
to conquer. Many teach that this is Je- 
sus but it: could not be because Jesus has 
already conquered and at His return He 
will take over the kingdom that He has 


purchased. And as this is the beginning 
of the tribulation week, it could be none 
other than Antichrist. Dan. 8:23-25, 
“And in the latter time of their king- 
dom, when the transgressors are come to 
the full, a king of fierce countenance, 
and understanding dark sentences, shall 
stand up. And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own power: and he shall 
destroy wonderfully, and shall prosper, 
and practise, and shall destroy the mighty 
and the holy people. And through his 
policy also he shall cause craft to pros- 
per in his hand; and he shall magnify 
himself in his heart, and by peace shall 
destroy many: he shall also stand up 
against the Prince of princes; but he 
shall be broken without hand.” This is 
Daniel’s description of the man on the 
white horse of Rev. 6. He comes to rees- 
tablish the brokendown commerce of the 
world, and in league with the nations 
that shall join him he will be able to 
make every business in the world pay. 
His policy shall be one that will make 
craft prosper and by his flattery he will 
be able to deceive thousands of people. 

Antichrist will be received by the 
Jews as their Messiah. The first three and 
a half years will be a peaceful reign and 
as the Jews are looking for their Mes- 
siah this man will deceive them and he 
will make a covenant with them for one 
week, seven years. In the midst of the 
week he will cause the oblation to cease. 
This man will be able to deliver Pales- 
tine entirely into the hands of the Jews 
and reestablish them on their old temple 
site and for this reason they will accept 
him as a nation as their redeemer. 

It is believed by many historians that 
he will reproduce, in the middle of the 
week, the great destruction that Anti- 
ochus Epiphanes brought upon the Jews 
during his reign. Many writers on the 
tribulation week think that the Church 
will enter the tribulation week and in 
the middle of the week be translated, 
but this is not according to scripture. 
My two previous articles make it clear 
that the translation will take place be- 
fore the first seal is broken. The mighty 
and holy people that he has power to 
destroy in v. 24, Dan. 8, refer to the 
tribulation saints, and many other scrip- 
tures will bear this out. Dan. 11:32, 
“They that know their God shall be 
strong and do exploits.” These are tribu- 
lation saints. 

Dan. 12:9-13 describes the awful 
tribulation week. Verse 11 refers to the 
time that the daily sacrifice shall be 
taken away. This is in keeping with the 
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latter clause of verse 27, Dan. 9. It 
shows that in the midst of the week, af- 
ter three and a half years, Antichrist 
will take away the sacrifice that he has 
permitted the Jews to make to their God 
and will set up the abomination that 
maketh desolate (which is the image of 
the Beast which all are demanded to 
worship. Rev. 13:13-15) and from the 
time of this demand that he makes it will 
be exactly three and a half years until 
the end of the tribulation week, a thou- 
sand two hundred and ninety days. 


Three periods of days date from the 
abomination, that is, the blasphemous 
assumption of deity by the bear, Dan. 
12:11; Matt. 24:15-22; 2 Thess. 2:3-8. 
These scriptures prove clearly the work- 
ings of Antichrist. From the time of the 
taking away of the daily sacrifice to the 
time of the destruction of the Beast, is a 
thousand two hundred and sixty days. 
This is the duration of the great tribula- 
tion. Dan. 12:4. There is an addition of 
thirty days and in verse twelve again 
forty-five days are added. No direct ac- 
count of events is given to occupy these 
extra days but many writers on the Bible 
believe that after Jesus descends on the 
clouds of glory and puts an end to the 
Antichrist and his blasphemous work, 
that these days are occupied in the clean- 
ing of the land and making preparation 
tor the thousand years’ reign, and the 
bringing in of the full blessing to all the 
redeemed of the earth. 


Rev. 6:1, 2 is supposed to occupy 
three and a half years. The church age 
ends in Rev. 3 and the tribulation _ be- 
gins. The Beast will not pay much atten- 
tion to religion the first three and a half 
years. He will allow people to worship 
with very little restrictions. 


When the second seal is broken, Rev. 
6:3, 4, great trouble will then begin. 
There will be three companies of saints 
who will take part in the worship dur- 
ing the tribulation week. The first com- 
pany is represented by the foolish vir- 
gins. They become bold and worship and 
testify to the great blessings of the Lord. 
The next company is the remnant of the 
woman, the Laodicean church. These be- 
lieve in Jesus and choose to serve Him 
but they hide away in the wilderness, 
which is the people, and say but little 
about it until the mark is placed. Mar- 
tyrdom begins immediately after the sec- 
ond seal is broken and every one who 
will not worship the beast is put to 
death. 


The breaking of the third seal, Rev. 
6:5, 6, is death after wars and blood- 
shed have occurred. This man had a pair 
of balances in his hand. The black horse 
represents death and the balances repre- 
sent the scarcity of food which will be

NATIONS 

“The lofty looks of man shall be 
humbled and the haughtiness of man 
shall be bowed down and the Lord alone 
shall be exalted in that day,” Isa.

It is not merely prophetic students 
who see in these days the gathering 
clouds of the conflict that must involve 
the larger part of the world. There is 
unrest on every hand and the climax of 
iniquity is sure to burst forth. Some be- 
lieve that this is the great tribulation 
week but I am sure that this is just the 
outcropping of greed and hatred that is 
coming upon those who have failed God. 
While the great men of the country are 
shouting their demands over the tables 
of counsel, the spirit of unrest and dis- 


satisfaction can plainly be seen, each 
representative making demands for his 
nation, assailing each other and _ their 


policy in a way that adds fuel to fire, in- 
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stead of bringing reconciliation and 
peace—Russia with her demands of com- 
munism, Germany trying to enforce her 
Nazi plan on other nations, Moscow as- 
sailing fascism, England and Belgium 
strengthening their armies, France with 
a nervous headache, Italy hopeful of her 
triumph, like a lion is slipping upon 
her prey, and all across Europe as the 
Spanish turmoil continues, things are 
growing intense and the clouds of war 
are becoming more dense. Sounds of 
trouble are heard from every angle. 

In 1914, when it seemed but a small 
trouble and everybody hoped it could be 
settled, the greatest war in the history 
of the world was begun, and it looks as 
though the flames of fury will burst at 
any moment and envelope all the Euro- 
pean countries.

We won- 
der what the end will be, but we do 
know that God is still on the throne and 
He will help those who call upon Him. 
It is time for those who know God to 
pray and lean heavily on His great arm.

THE LORD’S HEALING 


Healing of the sick by prayer and 
faith has been a part of God’s program 
for His people in all time. 

Sickness came with the fall of man, 
is here because sin is here, and God 
deals with it on the same footing or from 
the same basis as He deals with sin. In 
providing for redemption from sin by 
sacrificial blood, so has God arranged to 
deal with sickness. 

In Lev. 14, the healing of the leper 
is provided through the slaying and 
sprinkling of the blood of a bird, which 
is a type of the blood of Jesus. Also, in 
Numbers 8:19 and 16:46 atonement is 
made for stopping the plague which was 
among the people, when thousands had 
already died. No doubt the healing and 
health of the people were provided for in 
the general sacrificial worship. Read Lev. 
9:20-24 and Deut. 28:2-8, 18-29. 

In Isaiah’s prophecy of the suffering 
Redeemer who was to come (53:5), pro- 
vision is not only made for the forgive- 
ness of sin and securing of peace, but 
“by his stripes we are healed.” This 
prophecy is fulfilled immediately upon 
the ministry of Jesus (Matt. 8:16), He 
“cast out the spirits with his word and 
healed all that were sick.” Why? That 
He might fulfill Isaiah’s prophecy, which 
Matthew quotes, ‘Himself took our in- 
firmities and bare our sickness.” 

It is not an uncommon thing that men 
have gone directly to God for healing. 
See Moses’ prayer for Miriam (Num. 12), 
Hezekiah’s prayer for himself (2 Kings 
20:1), David’s prayer for himself (Psa. 
6:2), and the apostles on various occas- 
ions. 

Healing has always been received as an 
unusual favor from God, and creates a 
special occasion of rejoicing and thanks- 
giving to Him. See what happened when 
Naaman was healed (2 Kings 5), and 
Peter’s wife mother (Matt. 8:15), and 
the lame man of Acts 3. 

Bodily healing is usually attended by a 
ministration of grace. It is not merely a 
temporal or physical blessing, but it has 
to do with the deepening of faith and 
confidence in God, and the enlarging of 
Christian experience in general. If you 
lose out in your faith for bodily heal- 
ing, you will find yourself weaker spirit- 
ually also. 


It is always in order to pray with and 
for the sick. “Is any sick among you, let 
him call for the elders of the church,” 
is the order of James (5:16). 





If some people spent more time on 
their knees before God, and in studying 
His Word, and less time listening at 
Amos and Andy, they would have a bet- 
ter testimony and their efforts for the 
Lord and His cause would count for 
more.

WORD

To those who study God’s Word care- 
fully and with purpose there is always a 
fruitful harvest. We are ready to chal- 
lenge any barren fruitless life on this 
point. 

To know God’s Word and its applica- 
tion to everyday life and its activities is a 
high attainment, but the privilege of all. 
And this should be the aim of every 
Christian, young and old, for after all 
it is the main point. 

Let us notice some things in Psa. 119. 
This is the longest chapter in the Bible. 
It contains one hundred and seventy-six 
verses, every one referring in some way 
to God’s Word.

Peace. 

“Great peace have they which love 
thy law, and nothing shall offend them,” 
v. 165. 

5. The Christian’s path is lighted by 

God’s Word. 

“Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, 
and a light unto my path,” v. 105. 

6. Wholehearted worship of God is 

found in walking in God’s law. 

“Give me understanding and I shall 
keep thy laws; yea, I shall observe it with 
my whole heart,” v. 34. 

7. In the way of God’s Word is great 

rejoicing. 

“I have rejoiced in the way of thy 
testimonies as much as in all riches,” v. 
14.

The human body is a trinity within 
itself—body, soul, and spirit, three con- 
stituents, as man comes complete or per- 
fect from the hands of his Creator. The 
body without the spirit is dead. Man in 
creation was made of clay, a form, a 
body, then God breathed into his nos- 
trils the breath of life and he became 
a living soul. It takes the three to func- 
tion properly. In this body is another and 
still another trinity. First, flesh, blood, 
and bone; again, mind (intellect), will, 
and sensibility. Unless these trinities work 
in unity there will be a wreck, perhaps, 
of body, soul, and mind. See 1 Cor. 3: 
17 for co-operation for care, love, re- 
spect, service, etc. 


In creation a trinity is seen—earth, 
sea, sky. If all were earth there would be 
no sea; if only two it would not be com- 
plete, In this earth are three kingdoms— 
mineral, animal, and vegetable; three 
great lights—sun, moon, and stars. They 
work in unison, never collide. All three 
are necessary.Time is so divided into past, 
present, and future. There are methods 
that God uses in all His creation. Mathe- 
matics are often used. Add to your faith, 
subtract, divide, multiply, etc. Numbers 
have significant meanings, three, and 
seven specially are noticeable. 


See John 10:14-30. Jesus said, “I and 
my Father are one.” Here are two per- 
sonalities one in motive and interest, is 
the only solution to this verse. He said, 
“I am the good shepherd, and know my 
sheep, and am known of mine. As the 
Father knoweth me, even so know I the 
Father: and I lay down my life for the 
sheep. My Father, which gave them me, 
is greater than all.” 


If the Godhead had contained only one 
personality, what a much different prayer 
the Lord’s Prayer and Christ’s prayer 
would have been. “Our Father which art 
in heaven, hallowed be thy name; thy 
will be done in earth as it is in heaven.” 
Jesus was teaching this prayer and He 
did not call Himself Father. In John 17 
Christ prays to His Father. “Father, the 
hour is come; glorify thy Son, that thy 
Son also may glorify thee.” Suppose we 
read as if we considered both one person, 


what would you think of our Bible? 
“Jesus the hour is come; _ glorify Jesus 
that the Jesus may glorify the Jesus. 


And this is life eternal, that they might 
know me, the only true Jesus, and Jesus 
Christ whom I have sent.” Continue with 
the prayer to learn more about the ab- 
surdity of the idea. This is a wonderful 


chapter on the subject of unity. 

Peter declared that Jesus was the 
Christ, the Son of the living God, and 
Jesus said the Father had revealed this 
to him. Matt. 16:16, 17. I do not be- 
lieve that Peter ever went back on this 
vision, for we read in his old age testi- 
mony, found in 1 Peter 1:3, “Blessed be 
God the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which according to his abundant mercy 
hath begotten us again unto a lively hope 
by the resurrection of Jesus from the 
dead.” This shows that Jesus died, was 
buried and was resurrected. 


V. 21 said God raised him from the 
dead and gave Him glory. Paul said, 
“This Jesus hath God raised up,” and 
now exalted and received the promise of 
the Holy Ghost from the Father and 
sent it to the one hundred twenty wait- 
ing ones. Acts 2:32,33. Acts 4:10 also 
says, “God raised from the dead.” See 
also Acts 3:15, 22, 26. ‘““The God of our 
fathers raised up Jesus, whom ye slew 
and hanged on a tree. Him hath God ex- 
alted with his right hand to be a Prince 
and a Saviour, for to give repentance to 
Israel, and forgiveness of sins.” Acts 5: 
30, 31, the only one ever given the pow- 
er on earth to forgive sins. God anointed 
Jesus with the Holy Ghost and with 
power, who went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil, for God was with Him, then when 
He was slain God raised Him up the 
third day. Acts 10:38-41; 13:37. 


You will note that God raised Christ 
from the dead, while Jesus said, “I have 
power to lay it down, and I have power 
to take it up again.” Has then any one 
ever come back without God’s aid? 

Our last scripture quotation is found 
in 1 Cor. 15:24, 28, “Then cometh the 
end, when he shall have delivered up the 
kingdom to God, even the Father; when 
he shall have put down all rule and all 
authority and all power. And when all 
things shall be subdued unto him, then 
shall the Son also himself be subject un- 
to him that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all.” 

Take the great discovery of man as to 
how to harness electricity, to produce 
heat, light, and power, all in one, through 
the great dark cable until the resistence 
coil is reached, then one form produces 
heat, one light, and one power. The 
three constituents of electricity are need- 
ful, useful, and each has its work, but on 
connection or perfect unity, co-operative, 
you have the three in one. Now as it 
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was with the man that wanted to know 
how the fish was made to swim, you 
tell me how this electricity works and I’ll 
be the wisest man in the world. It is 
dangerous and destructive in its scope 
but harnessed into usefulness is a wonder- 
ful discovery. A wonderful picture can 
be seen here of the goodness of God and 
the love shed abroad in our hearts. The 
heat cannot be seen but felt. The light 
can be seen but not felt. The power 
cannot be seen or felt with hands. The 
heat of God’s love burns in our hearts, 
Luke 24:32. The light of the world is 
Jesus, John 8:12. The power can be 
manifested in us. “Ye shall have power 
after that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you and ye shall be witnesses unto me.” 
Acts 1:8. Heat gives zeal; light gives 
knowledge; the two together produce 
power. Zeal without knowledge, or 
knowledge without power is not so ef- 
fective or convincing. Power without the 
other two in the life of man would not 
be productive. Many times one without 
the other could be destructive, handled 
with human hands. There is a place we 
can reach in God that we can have the 
three. Thank God for this. It is said that 
light travels 186,000 miles per second. 
What about God’s cable of love trans- 


mitter!

A Week in Bible School 


There are several subjects we have to 
present for Thursday. Your first visit 
will be in Doctrine. 

Jesus said, “My doctrine is not mine, 
but his that sent me,” John 7:16. 

Doctrine has reference to the princi- 
ples taught by any sect or creed. We 
want to deal with the true doctrine, that 
doctrine that Jesus spoke about when 
He said, “My doctrine is not mine, but 
his that sent me.” It is not man-made 
theories, ideas, or opinions, but God- 
given principles that are the foundation 
of the Christian faith. 

We are living in a day when there are 
many doctrines of men throughout the 
country. It behooves you and me as 
Christian men and women, boys and girls 
to study to know the great doctrines set 
forth by our God. The responsibility is 
resting on us to make known to the 
world the true doctrine of Christ. The 
apostles were true to this trust. “Did 
not we straightly command you that ye 
should not teach in this name? And, be- 
hold, ye have filled Jerusalem with your 
doctrine.” Acts 5:28. They disregarded 
the command of men and gave the peo- 
ple the doctrine of God. Let us take an 
example from them, and fill the world 
. with the true doctrine. 

Do“you know the doctrines of our 
Lord and Savior? If not, how can you 
take them to somebody else? Can you not 
see the need of being in B. T. S. where 
you can have the privilege of studying 
in this class, and receiving instructions 
from our efficient teacher, Brother Zeno 
C. Tharp? To my mind this is one of 
the most important subjects taught in 
school. It is here that the young convert 
and gospel worker is taught to search the 
Scriptures and give proof for the fun- 
damental principles of salvation. How 
many people know that they are saved, 
sanctified and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost? Yet they can not give you a 
single scripture to back up their experi- 
ence. Numbers more believe in paying 
tithes and trusting God for the healing of 
their bodies, yet when asked to give a 
reason for their doctrine they can only 
reply, “I just felt like I should—our pas- 
tor said so.” Or, “I had to have a clear 
conscience,” etc. To the world that is 
dying without God, this would be no 
more than a straw. We need to be able 
to give them something they can depend 
upon. In Romans 6:17-22 we learn that 
Paul was able to give them a doctrine 
that freed from sin and gave life ever- 
lasting. God is expecting as much of us 
to-day. “But sanctify the Lord God in 
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your hearts; and be ready always to give 
an answer to every man that asketh you 
a reason for the hope that is in you, with 
meekness and fear.” 1 Peter 3:15.

Concords and Discords 
Chapter 3 

The concord side of this study is the 
spirit in which we all strive to live. It is 
the most beautiful life, and the discords 
are the decorations. The songs that we 
use and hear in our worship, seem to be 
due but little thought for the many 
tones placed in the harmony just for the 
specific purpose of beautifying the com- 
position. Almost invariably every one 
ends on a perfect concord, but the pre- 
ceding cord is most always one of dis- 
cord. Sometimes a tune ends with a dis- 
cord; especially is it true in the modern 
jazz circles. It is not our intention to 
advocate discord in our assemblies and 
gatherings of like nature, in order to get 
the effect of concord, as is the case in 
music. Paul said in his writings, that 
offences would come. The solution to 
this is to have sweetness of the first title 
word. 

A few cases have come under the 
writer’s observation, in dealing with an 
offended one, with the Holy Ghost as 
moderator, and in each instance perfect 
harmony prevailed, regardless of the ex- 
tremities of discord, the latter being the 
right progression. 

At interesting moments, when our 
souls are feasting in communion with 
God, the devil has an interference, if 
nothing more than a fruit peddler knock- 
ing on the door, causing a breach for 
the time being, with no forethought on 
the party’s intendment. Satan has always 
used easy methods for introducing _ his 
subjects; an absurdity does not induce 
the righteous so readily as do little things, 
with a refrain of uncompounded _ sub- 
stances. A suggestion for murder or 
some rash act to a child of God, is never 
obeyed until a pursuit has been had 
along the coastal regions of neglect; lack 
of prayer, resulting in a debated con- 
tract with our conscience. The listless 
path is not toward a useful life. 

The significant picturesques now 
point to the introduction of the most 
unmusical discord, being the minor sec- 
ond; in other words, two tones of the 
closest point possible. If convenient, use 
a piano or organ to verify this statement. 
Strike a white key and a black one be- 
side it. Of course, the effect is discord, 
when done with the same stroke holding 
them both down. We know that you will 
not have a desire to listen to the music 
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gotten in the ordeal. 

A number of years ago Isaac Watts, 
the son of a deacon in the independent 
church, would find his bosom heaving 
with poetical pulsations. Often his fath- 
er would drive him out to play or to a 
mental task, simply to discourage those 
tendencies. At the age of eighteen he be- 
came a noted hymn writer. 

One day while reading the words of 
Paul, “God forbid that I should glory 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ,” the flame of inspiration cast 
her glow over him. He lost all sense of 
time—the clock of centuries was turned 
back. He stood at the side of the cross 
of Jesus. He heard those marvelous words 
of prayer. He saw the sword-pierced 
side, from which flowed the water and 
blood. He heard those words, “It is fin- 
ished.” Suddenly his pen began to move: 


When I survey the wondrous cross 
On which the Prince of Glory died. 
My richest gain I count but loss 
And pour contempt on all my pride. 


Forbid it, Lord, that I should boast, 
Save in the death of Christ, my God; 
All the vain things that charm me most, 
I sacrifice them to His blood. 


See, from His head, His hands, His feet, 
Sorrow and love flow mingled down; 
Did e’er such love and sorrow meet, 
Or thorns compose so rich a crown? 


Were the whole realm of nature mine, 
That were a present far too small; 
Love so amazing, so divine, 

Demands my soul, my life, my all. 


In the last verse, Dr, Watts is led to 
give a complete surrender, that the re- 
flection may be had of God through 
him. His redemption is complete, he 
yields his all, and as he writes elsewhere, 
the witness of the spirit is his.

caused from wars at that time. 

At the breaking of the fourth seal 
a pale horse comes out. This is a poor 
emaciated horse that represents death 
caused from starvation during this time. 
Thousands will die from disease because 
of the unsanitary conditions of the coun- 
try and the lack of nourishment. Rev. 6: 
Fy ¥ 
The breaking of the fifth seal, verses 
9-11, represents the first crowd of mar- 
tyrs slain for the Word of God and their 
testimony. They cry out, “How long, O 
Lord, holy and true, dost thou not judge 
and avenge our blood on them that 
dwell on the earth?” and white robes are 
given every one of them and it was said 
to them that they should rest yet for a 
little season until their fellow servants 
and also their brethren that should be 
killed as they were should be fulfilled. 
The fellow servants are Gentiles and the 
brethren refer to Jews. 

The breaking of the sixth seal, verses 
12-15, describes the awful earthquake 
and from this verse some of the great- 
est calamities begin. As these calamities 
continue four angels appear on the scene 
to hold up the tribulation until God has 
sealed the 144,000. Rev. 7:4-8. These are 
all Jews, twelve thousand out of every 
tribe. This 144,000 are the only Chris- 
tians that survive the whole tribulation 
week, but they remain on Mt. Sion and 
the Beast can have no power over them. 

Then we have the next great company. 
Rev. 7:9-15. Here, no doubt, is the rem- 
nant of the church age that was not 
ready to go when Jesus came for His 
saints, and during the first three and a 
half years of the tribulation week they 
were hid away in the wilderness, or 
among the people, but when the Beast 
makes a demand that no one shall buy or 
sell except those who have the mark of 
the Beast or the number of his name, 
these come forth and take their stand for 
the Word of God and will give their 
lives rather than take the mark of the 
Beast. Rev. 13:11-18. The Beast here 
displays his greatest power to deceive 
those who dwell on the earth. The false 
prophet makes the image that was set 
up in the temple walk and talk, causing 
the people to worship this image. This is 
the image of the one whose deadly 
wound was healed. He was of the sev- 
enth and shall be the eighth. 

There will be no danger of taking the 
mark of the Beast until Antichrist ap- 
pears. The whole world to-day is being 
influenced by the spirit of Antichrist. 
Mussolini, Hitler, and Stalin are but 
forerunners of Antichrist. They have 
many earmarks of this awful person but 
they are only his forerunners. The re- 
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vival of the Roman fascist, which is the 
ax with a bundle of sticks, now fostered 
by Italy and other nations that are tak- 
ing part, is the same emblem that the 
greatest persecutor of the Jews had while 
on earth and it looks as though this 
fascist movement is going to control the 
world. The issue of the bloody war in 
Spain is between fascism and commun- 
isin. The fascist movement claims to re- 
cognize religion but I am sure that it is 
not the religion that Jesus came to bring. 
We can see the working powers of evil 
in every land and country and I am sure 
we are near the time for the rapture. 
There will be millions of people who will 
be familiar with the Bible and there are 
millions to-day who worship with the 
saints of God who will not be ready to 
go when Jesus comes, and these will make 
up the tribulation saints. 

After the breaking of the seals, there 
will be a great multitude that no man 
can number of all nations, kindred, and 
tongues, that will be martyred for their 
testimony. White robes will be given ev- 
ery one of these and they will wait the 
slaying of the two prophets at the end 
of the tribulation week. These two 
prophets will be sent by the Lord to lead 
the Jast great conflict during the tribu- 
lation week and to perform the miracles 
that the Lord intends for them to per- 
form, and when they have finished their 
testimony the Beast will have power to 


slay them. Rev. 11:3-12. Revelation, 
chapters 6 to 19, describes the aw- 
ful tribulation, while some of these 


scenes are to be taken back and placed 
in the different times in which these 
things will happen, for instance, the 
manchild which refers to the raptured 
saints, Rev. 12:1-6. But all the breaking 
of the seals and the sounding of the 
trumpets and the calamities that follow 
them are all in rotation one after an- 
other. It is the darkest picture of trib- 
ulation the world has ever heard about 
and these things are literal and will be 
poured out on those who have failed to 
receive the blessing that will take them 
in the rapture, and on those who have 
denied God and denounced the reality 
of His blessings in the heart, The only 
thing that will stop this great catas- 
trophe is the coming of Jesus to reign a 
thousand years.
